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CLASS HISTORY

of Bonnie Doon some brief testimonial to his passing. But, as no two of us have 
participated to exactly the same extent or have shared precisely the same experience, 
the Class History must present a composite picture and deal solely with the highlights 
of school life. This then is a mere survey of events but, we may make it more personal 
by inserting our own experiences amid the generalities and by emphasizing those areas 
that are especially meaningful to us as individuals; thus, the history of the entire gradu-

Sportswise, this year saw the culmination of our athletic ambitions when a Bonnie 
Doon rink swept undefeated to the Dominion High School Curling Championship, cli- 
maxing Bonnie Doon’s past achievements on the local and provincial sports-scenes with her first National laurels. 
In addition to the roaring game, Bonnie Doon sportsbugs have drawn on their apparently boundless store of energy to 
excel in football, track and field, basketball, tennis and badminton, and the many sports in Houseleague competition. 


With flourishing art, music, and drama clubs and a highly successful school orchestra, the life of a student at 
Bonnie Doon has also been culturally complete. Under the capable direction of Mrs. Polley, drama club members 
have presented for the student body and the general public a wide variety of fine entertainment ranging from suspense- 
filled one-act plays through the Shakespearean comedy of ‘*As You Like It’’ to the light-hearted humour of this year’s 
Broadway success, “‘You Can't Take It With You’’. 


With delegates to the Council of Presidents and Vice-Presidents and to the Second Clubs Conference, Bonnie 
Doon continued to play an important role in interschool affairs. One of our students was head of UNEDAS this 
year and several Doonites attended the United Nations Model Assembly. 


As hosts, the students and staff combined to make the Third Edmonton Regional Science Fair one of the best 
organized and most successful Science Fairs ever held in Edmonton. In addition to organizing the affair, the Science 
Club entered several exhibits, one of which was placed first in the group projects category. 


With upwards of fifteen official clubs, extracurricular activities continued to figure prominently in the life of 
Bonnie Doon’s students. The fact that the Booster Club was by far the largest is a sound indication of the school 
spirit among us. 


This year two new institutions have made their debut. The first of these innovations was a Paper-back Book 
Store operated by students exclusively for the staff and student body. Dealing in everything from novels and sci- 
ence fiction to reference books and biographical sketches, the book store conducted a brisk trade with the many stu- 
dents who sought to stock their own private libraries with good books at reasonable prices. From its inception in 
October the bookstore and its niche in the alcove became a favorite noontime retreat for literary-minded students who 
congregated there each day to browse and to discuss a diversity of topics from books to politics and from mathematics 
to theology. 


The second newcomer to the noon scene was the first session of the Bonnie Doon Model Parliament. The four 
day event, held in early April, was an exciting climax to weeks of preparation and hectic political campaigning in the 
form of posters and speeches. Our first experiment with Canadian parliamentary procedure was a great success and 
it is to be hoped that it will be repeated in the future. 


As may readily be seen from even this brief survey of the past year, Bonnie Doon has had much to offer us as 
students. Whether we were inclined to physical activity, to public speaking, or to cultural pursuits, we have been 
well satisfied in our High School years, and our three years sojourn at Bonnie Doon may well be summarized with the 
school motto ‘Optimum quique’ — the best for each.
